Because  American  girls  aren’t  afraid  to  show  and  dem¬ 
onstrate  their  interest,  care,  love  and  affection  for  a  per¬ 
former,  they  do  the  kind  of  things  that  make  that  perform¬ 
er  want  to  go  on  and  on  to  the  top  and  be  a  star — just  for 
them! 


But,  more  than  that,  what  I  really  want  is  to  meet  you! 
Since  America  is  so  big  and,  at  the  moment,  I  can’t  travel 
all  about  it,  it  won’t  be  easy  for  us  to  get  together.  So  I’m 
going  to  need  all  the  help  you  can  give  me!

If  you  can’t  drop  by,  try  to  call  (please 
don't  call  collect,  cos  they  won't  accept  the  charges).  The 
number  is  213-HO  2-6252.

BACK  TO  PUFNSTUF 

Early  in  June,  we  start  shooting  the  Pufnstuf  segments  (at 
Paramount  studios)  for  the  forthcoming  September  viewings.

We’ll  be  shooting  Pufnstuf  through  June,  July  and  Au¬ 
gust,  and — at  the  moment — I  plan  to  remain  in  Hollywood 
through  November.  That  means  my  mum,  dad  and  brother 
Arthur  will  be  coming  over  to  live  with  me.  And  that  means 
we’ll  be  looking  for  a  new  house  of  our  very  own  in  Holly¬ 
wood!  At  this  time,  of  course,  I  don’t  exactly  know  where 
it  will  be  located — so  stay  tuned  to  16  and  16  SPEC  for 
further  reports! 

Now  that  you  know  where  and  how  to  find  me  so  that  I 
can  meet  you,  listen  closely  while  I  tell  you  how  much  I’d 
like  to  get  to  know  you!

If  you  live  in  California,  are  planning  to  visit  there,  or  just 
happen  to  be  passing  through — you  have  a  great  chance  of 
meeting  the  Grass  Roots,  since  all  four  of  the  guys  live  there! 
Warren,  Rob,  Rickey  and  Dennis  can  very  often  be  found 
visiting  the  offices  of  Dunhill  Records  at  8255  Beverly  Boule¬ 
vard  in  Beverly  Hills,  and  the  Roots  do  all  of  their  recording  at 
Western  Recorders  located  at  Sunset  and  Gower. 

Warren,  Rob,  Rickey  and  Dennis  are  very  close  friends,  so 
they  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  together  even  when  they  aren’t 
working.  The  guys  very  often  go  out  for  lunch  and  dinner,  and 
some  of  their  favorite  restaurants  include— a  great  place  called 
Cafe  Four  Oaks  (2181  Beverly  Glen  in  Los  Angeles);  a  health 
food  place  (at  Fairfax  and  Third)  called  Help;  El  Torero’s  for 
Mexican  food;  and  the  Old  World  (8782  West  Sunset  Boule¬ 
vard),  particularly  for  brunch.  Get  out  your  little  datebook  and 
make  special  note  of  this:  if  the  Grass  Roots  happen  to  be  in 
town  on  an  evening  when  one  of  them  is  celebrating  his  birth¬ 
day — you  can  usually  find  the  guys  all  together  dining  at 
Chuck’s  Steak  House  (8458  West  Third  in  Beverly  Hills). 

Warren  Entner’s  hobby  is  photography,  so  when  he’s  not 
roaming  around  taking  pictures — you  can  sometimes  find  him 
at  Schaeffer  Photo  and  Camera  Supply  (1553  Cahnenga).  How- 
ever?  ^  a  super-sunny  day — you’ll  no  doubt  find  Warren  on 
Malibu  Beach.  Whenever  he  has  a  day  off,  your  favorite  fisher¬ 
man,  Rob  Grill,  heads  for  Lake  Chuma  (near  Santa  Barbara) 
to  get  some  relaxation  and  participate  in  his  fav  pastime.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  daytime,  you  may  find  Rickey  Coonce  driving  along 
the  freeway  in  his  mini-cooper  or  wandering  through  Disney¬ 
land.  Another  place  to  check  out  is  A1  Axelrod’s  (on  Robertson 
Boulevard  in  Los  Angeles),  cos  that’s  where  Rickey  and  War¬ 
ren  go  to  have  their  cars  worked  on  and  they  claim  they  spend 
a  lot  of  time  there! 

If  you’re  ever  near  Mulholland  Drive  and  you  see  a  good- 
looking  guy  drive  by  in  a  Korvette — take  a  second  look!  It 
may  very  well  be  Dennis  Provisor!  But  don’t  worry  if  Dennis 
zooms  by  so  fast  you  can’t  catch  him.  Remember  this:  you  can 
almost  always  find  Dennis  at  night  in  the  Brass  Ring  (or  any 
other  music-type  club  in  the  Valley).  Here’s  another  clue:  when

The  clubs  in  California  the  Grass  Roots  most  often  fre¬ 
quent  are  The  Whisky-A-Go-Go  (8901  West  Sunset  Boule¬ 
vard),  The  Troubadour  (9081  Santa  Monica  Boulevard)  and 
The  Aware  Inn  (8828  Sunset  Boulevard).  So  if  there’s  a  good 
group  or  a  groovy  artist  appearing  at  any  of  these  places— 

chances  are  Warren,  Rob,  Rickey  and  Dennis  will  be  watching 
the  show! 


EAST  COAST  HANG-OUTS 

When  the  Grass  Roots  are  in  New  York  City,  they  usually 
stay  at  the  Plaza  Hotel  (Fifth  Avenue  and  59th  Street).  During 
the  day,  the  guys  like  to  walk  through  Central  Park  or  go 
shopping  at  their  favorite  place  for  “funky”  clothes — The 
Gypsy  Camp  (Second  Avenue  between  Ninth  and  Tenth 
Streets).  For  lunch  and  dinner,  you’ll  probably  see  them  at  Reu¬ 
ben  s  (58th  Street  between  Fifth  and  Madison  Avenues), 
Casey’s  (142  West  Tenth  Street),  or  Max’s  Kansas  City  (213 
Park  Avenue  South).  The  club  Warren,  Rob,  Rickey  and 
Dennis  most  often  visit  in  New  York  City  is  Ungano’s  (210 
West  70th  Street). . 

The  Grass  Roots  are  constantly  traveling  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  making  personal  appearances.  So 
what  are  you  waiting  for?  Do  you  realize  what  a  wonderful 
opportunity  you  have  to  meet  them?!  All  you  have  to  do  is  go 
see  their  “in  person”  concert!  Warren,  Rob,  Rickey  and  Den¬ 
nis  really  love  meeting  their  fans  and  make  every  effort  to  talk 
to  as  many  as  possible.  Even  if  you  don’t  get  to  meet  them 
(although  thousands  of  fans  have),  you  will  at  least  be  able 

to  see  their  super-exciting  show.  And  that’s  a  special  treat  all 
by  itself! 

When  on  tour,  the  Grass  Roots  usually  stay  at  a  Holiday 
Inn  or  some  other  hotel — right  in  the  heart  of  town.  Many 
times  the  four  of  them  make  the  rounds  of  the  antique  shops 
and  the  guys  usually  go  to  an  Italian  or  a  Mexican  restaurant 
for  dinner.  After  the  concert,  the  Roots  very  often  stop  in  the 
hotel  lounge  and  jam  with  the  house  band.  If  there’s  a  park 
nearby  they  very  often  play  football— but  sometimes  they 
enjoy  walking  around  and  seeing  the  city. 

While  they’re  in  your  town,  the  Grass  Roots  are  bound  to 
make  local  TV  appearances  and  visit  your  local  radio  station. 
Find  out  where  these  places  are  and  check  to  see  when  the 
Grass  Roots  are  scheduled  to  appear.  When  you  have  all  the 
information  (and  tickets,  if  necessary) — go  there  and  greet  the 
guys  when  they  arrive.  With  all  the  traveling  this  group  does, 
many  lucky  Grass  Root-ers  have  met  the  guys  at  an  airport. 
The  thing  to  remember  is  they  usually  arrive  in  a  city  the  same 
day  as  their  concert  and  leave  the  following  morning. 

You  see — you  really  can  meet  the  Grass  Roots!  And  they 
are  such  groovy,  down-to-earth,  friendly  guys  that  as  long  as 
you  are  polite  and  sincere — they’ll  truly  enjoy  talking  to  you!

IF  YOU’RE  a  real  Cowsill-lover  (and  who  isn’t?),  your 
heart  probably  did  flip-flops  as  you  read  Lois’  sweet  letter 
and  you  probably  thought,  “Gee,  I  wish  it  were  me  and  my 
friends  who  were  lucky  enough  to  meet  the  Cowsills!” 
There’s  no  doubt  about  it — Lois  and  her  friends  certainly 
were  lucky  girls,  cos  they  sure  did  get  to  meet  and  spend 
time  with  those  ever-lovin’  Cowsills- — but  guess  what?!  Lots 
of  other  fans  all  over  America  have  also  met  Susan,  John, 
Barry,  Paul,  Bob,  Barbara  and  Bud,  and  even  better  than 
that — you  can  too!! 

As  you  know,  the  Cowsills  do  a  lot  of  travelling.  They’re 
almost  always  on  the  road — making  “in-person”  appear¬ 
ances  from  coast  to  coast.  And  that’s  just  how  you  can 
meet  them — without  even  leaving  your  home  town!  All  you 
have  to  know  is  where  they  are  going  to  be— and  when  they 
are  going  to  be  there! 

Whenever  possible,  the  Cowsills  arrive  in  a’ city  the  day 
before  the  date  of  their  concert  appearance.  If  there’s  a 
Holiday  Inn  in  your  town — chances  are  that’s  where  the 
Cowsills  will  be  staying.  However,  don’t  fret  if  there’s  no 
Holiday  Inn — just  check  the  best  hotel  near  the  concert  hall 
where  the  Cowsills  will  be  appearing,  or  the  best  hotel 
closest  to  the  airport.  The  Cowsill  gang  is  bound  to  be  at  one 
of  these  places! 

The  Cowsills  usually  spend  the  day  touring  the  town,  so 
don’t  be  surprised  if  you  bump  into  John  and  Barry  at  your 
neighborhood  hang-out — or  run  into  Bob  and  Paul  at  the 
shopping  center!  You  may  even  be  lucky  enough  to  meet 
the  whole  family — cos  they  usually  wander  around  town 
together.  And  they’ll  probably  be  walking  —  so  you’ll  be 
sure  not  to  miss  seeing  them! 

Since  they  don’t  work  in  the  evening — cos  it’s  the  day 

before  their  show — you  can  usually  find  the  Cowsill  clan 

at  your  local  bowling  alley  (they  always  try  to  find  one  in 

town);  at  your  local  movie  house  (they  like  to  see  all  the 

popular  flicks);  or  at  the  most  famous  music-type  club  in 

town — especially  if  there’s  a  good  group  or  artist  appearing 
there! 

THE  BEG  BAY 

The  day  of  the  show,  the  Cowsills  get  up  bright  and  early, 
so  they  can  take  care  of  business.  That  means  they  are 
bound  to  visit  your  local  radio  stations,  or  make  appear¬ 
ances  on  one  or  all  of  your  local  TV  shows.  Be  sure  to  find 
out  where  these  places  are  and  check  to  see  when  the  Cow¬ 
sills  are  scheduled  to  appear.  The  smart  thing  to  do  is  check 
these  things  out  a  couple  of  weeks  before  the  Cowsills  are 
due  in  your  home  town  and  (if  necessary)  get  tickets  so  that 
you  will  have  a  reserved  seat  in  the  audience! 

Since  this  is  the  day  of  the  Cowsills’  live  show — they  don’t 
have  very  much  spare  time.  They  almost  always  arrive  at 
the  place  of  their  live  concert  three  hours  before  show-time, 
so  they  can  rehearse,  allow  time  for  interviews,  and  yes — 
meet  some  of  their  fans!  After  their  show  (or  shows),  the 
Cowsills  always  go  out  to  eat — in  the  most  popular  res¬ 
taurant  in  town.  After  dinner,  you  can  usually  find  them  at 

the  hotel — taking  a  swim  in  the  hotel  pool  before  retiring 
for  the  night. 

As  you  can  see,  there  are  many  opportunities  for  you  to 
meet  and  get  to  know  the  Cowsills.  The  thing  to  remember 
is — the  Cowsills  really  do  want  to  meet  you!  In  fact,  the 
Cowsills  literally  go  out  of  their  way  to  say  “hello”  to  their 

fans.  That’s  because  to  a  Cowsill,  a  “fan”  is  a  “friend” _ 

a  very  special  kind  of  friend!

You  see,  re¬ 
cently  I  got  myself  the  role  of  “Cisco”  (a  sort 
of  cowboy-outlaw  reincarnation)  in  an  Off 
Broadway  play  called  The  Unseen  Hand — and 
since  we  opened  early  in  April,  I’ve  been  lead¬ 
ing  a  double  life.

Aside  from  the  Dark  Shadow's  studio  (for 
details  about  that,  see  David.  Henesy’s  story  on 
Page  30)  and  the  other  spots  where  the  DS 
regulars  hang  out  for  business  ( and  personal ) 
reasons,  during  the  evenings  I’ve  been  hanging 
out  at  434  Lafayette  Street — at  the  Astor  Place 
Theatre — where  The  Unseen  Hand  goes  on 
every  night  except  Monday.  And,  aside  from 
that — when  I’ve  had  the  chance,  I’ve  dashed  up 
to  Tarrytown  to  watch  (and  appear  in )  the  new 
Dark  Shadow's  motion  picture!  So  you  see  I’m 
not  kidding  when  I  say  you’ve  got  to  be  fast  on 
your  feet  to  keep  up  with  me !
